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Silent Gnity’s THord to Vou: 
Merry Christmas! 


is Many of us think of Christmas as primarily 


a time that children enjoy, a time when 

their little faces glow with happiness and 
excitement, a time when gifts are hidden, secrets 
whispered, and gaiety overflows the heart. 

So far as the faith of children is concerned, this 
Christmas will be just as merry as the hundreds 
of others that have preceded it. There will be no 
sadness, no fear, no suffering, no lack, no shadows 
of any kind to cloud its wonder and beauty. There 
will be joy and faith and good cheer and high 
anticipation. This is evidenced to us by the many 
letters we receive from children revealing their 
innate faith in the power of God to take care of 
His world and to make things right for them and 
their loved ones. 

One little girl wrote us recently: “Since we 
are at war I have found it very important to be as 
cheerful and helpful as possible. I have been 
thinking a great deal about peace. It seems to me 
that we can never expect to have peace in the 
world if we don’t have it in our heart and home 
first. The only way we can win the war is to keep 
cheerful and peaceful ourselves.” 
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Another child wrote: “I think we should be 
loving toward all people, even those we are fight- 
ing against in this war. Above all we should 
realize that God is not dead, nor does He sleep. 
The wrong shall fail, the right prevail, and peace 
and good will shall come about.” 

A girl in her early teens wrote us: “I am writing 
to some boys from our home town who have gone 
into the army. I am careful to write only the 
things that will cheer them up. I have learned 
that religion is very important to the boys in the 
army.” These three letters are representative of 
many that we receive. 

It was no idle lesson that Jesus taught when 
He said that we must become as little children in 
order to enter the kingdom of heaven, the king- 
dom of peace, joy, righteousness, love, and all 
good. He had observed the freedom of spirit with 
which children express their trust, a freedom born 
of their intuitive knowing and their living so close 
to the heart of God. 

The Christmas season is an appropriate time 
in which to take a lesson from children in the ex- 
ercise of trust and cheerfulness. If we have felt 
that the greeting “Merry Christmas” is out of 
place this year or has lost even a part of its mean- 
ing, it is because we have become submerged in 
appearances and need to remind ourselves of the 
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beautiful, inspiring truth that the words convey. 
When we say “Merry Christmas!” to friends and 
loved ones, we are proclaiming that the Spirit of 
God, revealed to us through His Son Jesus Christ, 
is still alive and dynamic in the world, and that 
we have faith that His Spirit will triumph over 
the forces of darkness and evil. 

When the first Christmas morning dawned 
nearly two thousand years ago, force and fear and 
hate and greed were striving for sovereignty in 
the world. On that day too the contrasts were 
irreconcilable: an angel chorus in the heavens 
singing of peace and good will while turmoil and 
unrest prevailed in the world. But the Father of 
mankind was not discouraged with what He saw. 
He knew that His children were groping in dark- 
ness for the light, and He sent His Son Jesus 
Christ to be this light. Even through the seeming 
chaos of present conditions, this light is burning 
steadily, brightly, irrevocably. 

In spite of ages of obscured vision and human 
suffering Jesus Christ, the light of that first 
Christmas morning, still abides in the heart of 
man and blesses the world. Every time we say 
“Merry Christmas” we are acknowledging the 
presence of His Spirit and proclaiming a faith 
that sings eternally of joy, peace, and good will. 

With every Christmas: anniversary that comes, 
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the wondrous light of Jesus Christ grows and 
shines ever more brightly, shedding increasing 
illumination upon man’s upward path toward per- 
fection. This year there is particular cause for re- 
joicing. Never in the world’s history have we ever 
had such an opportunity to leave behind us the 
disappointments and failures of the past, to free 
ourselves from all that is decadent in our thinking 
and in our world, and to prepare for the inevitable 
blessings ofa new order in which only peace and 
loving brotherhood will prevail. 

We should in no wise be disheartened or un- 
certain of the future. Turmoil always accompanies 
the destruction of injustice and evil and the re- 
habilitation of justice and righteousness. The 
world in general has heretofore not realized that 
Jesus Christ, the Prince of Peace, is the adjuster 
of wrongs, the source of freedom, the essence of 
love and universal good will. But an increasing 
number of spiritually minded people are beginning 
to realize that He is not only a personal Saviour 
but a world Saviour as well. Only in the teaching 
He gave us can we find salvation for the demo- 
cratic way of life we have learned to love. 

Someone has expressed it this way, “Religion 
as Jesus Christ taught it is the vehicle of democ- 
racy.” He did not come to establish a compromise 
peace. He came to bring us lasting peace, and 
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if we truly love peace and desire it we shall 
realize more fully than ever the true meaning of 
“Merry Christmas.” 

For various reasons it may be necessary this 
year to forgo a measure of the outer giving we 
have previously done, but we can rejoice that 
there are no priorities on prayer and the sharing 
of spiritual gifts. There is an even greater need 
for the joy we can radiate, the cheerful word we 
can say, the faith in God and His righteousness 
that we can express. 

There is certainly more reason than ever to re- 
joice in the power of prayer, as we see praying 
souls everywhere turning to God and becoming 
channels through which He can manifest Himself, 
His life, love, wisdom, supply, and joy to the 
world. Many who have never given much thought 
to God and prayer are, by the very nature of their 
present needs, now depending upon Him utterly 
for strength, comfort, guidance, protection, and 
peace. Not long ago we had a letter from a young 
soldier in Ireland in which he wrote: “I used to 
think that prayer was something for women and 
children, not for strong men. Now I have learned 
that there is nothing ‘sissy’ about praying. I and 
many of my buddies could not carry on without 
prayer, without knowing that there is a God who 
guides and protects us.” 
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Yes, we should continually rejoice in the privi- 
lege of prayer and in the blessings that prayer 
precipitates. We should pray with faith and joy 
for the guidance and protection of our men— 
fathers, husbands, sons, friends—in our country’s 
service. We should pray for a calm and sustaining 
peace in our own heart and in the heart of 
mothers, wives, sisters, sweethearts everywhere, 
knowing that God has promised that His angel 
shall have charge over our loved ones. 

Every time we say “Merry Christmas” we are 
saying in effect: ‘Light is stronger than darkness; 
right cannot fraternize with wrong; justice cannot 
agree with injustice; liberty and bondage cannot 
rule the same world; Truth will triumph over 
error. 

The greeting ‘Merry Christmas” is not a mock- 
ery. It is a divine melody that sang itself out on 
that holy night on which Jesus was born, and that 
continues to sing itself through the pulsing heart 
of the world, through the evolving consciousness 
of man, until it has established perfect harmony 
in every department of being. 

When we are impelled to say “Merry Christmas” 
it is the voice of Spirit in us proclaiming joyfully: 
“A new world is in the making, a world in which 
God is all and Christ reigns supreme!”
